Lad ino Clover Pasture 


Roy V. Evans of near Blodgett 
says, “That five acres of perman­ 
ent pasture I seeded in Septemb er 
1949 has furnished more pasture 
than any other equal 'acreage on 
my farm.” In discussing his pas­ 
ture with county agent Tom B. 
Stroup this week Mr. Evans re­ 
lated that the five acres was seed­ 
ed in ladino clover and tall fes­ 
cue. 
*' 
* * 
Mr. Evans needed 
some hog 
pasture so he fenced IV 
2 acres off 
of one end. On this he keeps ab out 
20 head of hogs and 11 head of 
heifers. 
On the remaining 31 L* acres he 
has pastured 24 dairy cows and 1 
b ull every night since April 1. 
The 11 head of heifers were in the 
pasture during the daytime for two 
weeks b efore he turned them in 
the 1 Vz acre area. The cows were 
not keeping it down sufficiently 
for b est pasture. The 3*2 
acre 
area looks very good today with 
three to four inches of growth and 
an excellent pasture. 
Mr. Evans says he hasif’t had 
any troub le from b loat. There is 
of course, plenty of fescue in the 
clover. “However, during the re­ 
cent period of dry weather the fes­ 
cue was dormant, b ut the clover 
never did show any signs of dry­ 
ing up,” says Mr. Evans. 
Other than this permanent pas­ 
ture Mr. Evans has rye and le. - 
pedeza, and 12 acres of sudah for 
temporary summer pasture. He has 
12 additional acres of permanent 
pasture of Ladino clover, fescue in 
a newly cleared area on the b ack 
side of his farm where the dry 
cows and older replacement heif­ 
ers are kept. If the sudau is not 
needed for pasture it will likely 
b e cut for grass hay. It makes ex­ 
cellent hay eut at the light stage 
of growth.

Sp ray three times at 5 day in­ 
terv als, and y ou r corn crop shou ld 
i be ninety -sev en p er cent safe from 
the borers. If y ou r ex amination 
docs not disclose any egg masses 
du ring the nex t twenty day s, y ou 
may be safe from the first brood. 
Bu t sometime in Au gu st a second 
brood may ap p ear, and y ou r de­ 
fense measu res mu st be rep eated. 
If y ou p refer to u se D.D.T. du st 
rather than a sp ray , it shou ld be at 
least fiv e p er cent in strength. 
It is not safe to assu me that corn 
p lants which hav e not y et made six 
leav es arc safe from the borer. It 
is tru e that the insect p refers the 
larger p lants, and they will get the 
most eggs, bu t the smaller ones are 
not immu ne.

So it is actu ally mo re efficien t 
to feed p lan ts thro u gh the ho se 
water, sp ray ed by a sp rin kler than 
to spread It o n the gro u n d dry . 
Vario us dev ices are o ffered to mix 
plant fo o d with the ho se water. Mo st 
satisfacto ry are sip ho n s which lift 
the nutrient so lu tio n fro m a p ail o r 
tub. and mix it with the water that 
passes thro u gh the ho se in a ratio 
o f 16 to 1. It is imp o rtan t that the 
so lutio n be to o weak to bu rn green 
leav es; and directio n s fo r this are 
g iv en by the man u factu rers o f the 
so luble materials. 
Nitro gen is the fo o d elemen t mo st 
likely to be n eeded by gro win g 
plants, an d by lawn s. It is carried 
away by drain age water an d co n ­ 
sumed by the p lan ts; so is likely to 
be ex hausted q u ickly when rain s are 
frequent an d gro wth v igo r * is.

When Corn Is Knee High 
Watch for Eggs of Borer 


If you plant sweet corn early, 
when it gets 18 inches tall begin to 
watch for the corn borer. Exam ine 
the corn plants every day looking 
for egg m asses laid by the moths. 
These will be small patches of 
translucent white, an eighth of an 
inch in diameter, composed of tiny 
round objects like fish scales, over­ 
lapping. As they develop they first 
turn yellow, then black. 
When they hatch out, the tiny 
worms will eat their way toward 
the corn stalk, and your best de­ 
fense is to have them crawl over a 
deposit of deadly D.D.T. This is 
applied as a dust or spray, but the 
method recom m ended by experi­ 
m ent stations is a spray. To pre­ 
pare it obtain D.D.T. fifty per cent 
wettable powder, and stir three 
tablespoonsful in each gallon of 
water. 
Spray heavily enough to 
wet the corn leaves thoroughly, 
especially reaching the joints be­ 
tween stalk and leaves. 
Spray three tim es at 5 day in­ 
tervals, and your corn crop should 
be ninety-seven per cent safe from 
the borers.

Watch for Eggs of Borer 


“PUSH BUTTON” CEMENT

A “push button” cem ent plant 
costing several m illion dollars will 
be erected by the M issouri P ort­ 
land Cement Co., northeast of Su­ 
gar Creek.

If you plant sweet corn early, 
when it gets 18 inches tall begin to 
watch for the corn borer.

When they hatch out, the tiny 
worms will eat their way toward 
the corn stalk, and your best de­ 
fense is to have them crawl over a 
deposit of deadly D.D.T. This is 
applied as a dust or spray, but the 
method recommended by experi­ 
m ent stations is a spray. To pre­ 
pare it obtain D.D.T. fifty per cent 
wettable powder, and stir three 
tablespoonsful in each gallon of 
water. Spray heavily enough to 
wet the corn leaves thoroughly, 
especially reaching the joints be­ 
tween stalk and leaves. 
Spray three tim es at 5 day in­ 
tervals, and your corn crop should 
be ninety-seven per cent safe from I 
the borers. If your examination | 
does not disclose any egg m asses 
during the next twenty days, you 
m ay be safe from the first brood. 
But sometime in August a second 
brood may appear, and your de­ 
fense m easures m ust be repeated. 
If you prefer to use D.D.T. dust 
rath er than a spray, it should be at 
least five per cent in strength. 
It is not safe to assum e that corn 
plants which have not yet m ade six 
leaves are safe from the borer. It 
is true that the insect prefers the 
larger plants, and they will get the 
m ost eggs, but the sm aller ones are 
not immune. For the home gar­ 
dener the expense and work en­ 
tailed in this protection are so 
small, no one should neglect it. 
If the borers live long enough to 
enter the corn stalk, it will be diffi-

Use Garden Hose to Spray 
Plant Food and Pesticide 


There is a growing use of hose water 
in home gardens for the application 
of plant food during the growing 
season; and some gardeners use it to 
apply insecticide sprays. It performs 
these tasks with a minimum of work 
by the gardener, saving many hours 
of his time. 
Whenever plant food is to be ap­ 
plied to a growing plant, it is a 
problem how to get fertilizer down 
to the roots. Digging may disturb 
the roots, and perhaps do more 
harm than the plant food will do 
food. But when a soluble plant food 
is dissolved in water, it is carried 
down through the soil to take im ­ 
mediate effect. 
It has recently been established 
by experiment, that the leaves of 
plants will absorb plant food in so­ 
lution more quickly than the roots, 
and actually use a higher percentage 
Of the nutrient, making it go far­ 
ther. So it is actually more efficient 
to feed plants thtough the hose 
water, sprayed by a sprinkler than 
to spread it on the ground dry. 
Various devices are offered to mix 
plant food with the hose water. Most 
satisfactory are siphons which lift 
the nutrient solution from a pail or 
tub. and mix it with the water that 
passes through the hose in a ratio 
of 16 to 1. It is important that the 
solution be too weak to burn green 
leaves; and directions for this arc 
given by the m anufacturers of the 
soluble materials. 
Nitrogen is the food element most 
likely to be needed by growing 
plants, and by lawns. It is carried 
away by drainage water and con­ 
sumed by the plants; so is likely to 
be exhausted quickly when rains are 
frequent and growth vigor »is.

There is pleasure in growing a 
fine plant. Many gardeners get their 
chief satisfaction in this way, and 
pay small attention to the manner 
, in which their plants are arranged 
in a landscape design. 
The all around gardener will grow 
what plants he can, and arrange 
them in the garden as attractively 
as he is able, finding pleasure in 
both departm ents of his art; and 
there is no undertaking in which 
this dual reward is greater than in 
growing perennial plants from seed. 
It saves money too, for many per­ 
ennials can be grown as easily as 
vegetables, for a nominal cost in 
seed, plus a few square feet of soil, 
and a few hours of pleasant work. 
Compare th at with post-w ar prices 
of perennial plants, and you will 
see the possibilities. 
The easiest time to start peren­ 
nials is in the spring: but they can 
be sown in the summer, and most 
gardeners have more time to do it 
then. But special precautions should 
be taken to counteract hot, dry 
weather. 
With tem peratures likely to shoot 
up to 100 degrees in the sun. the safe 
way is to prepare a seed bed of 
fine, porous soil, which is shaded 
lightly from the midday sun or can 
be shaded with a canopy of cheese­ 
cloth, laths, or burlap. A cold fram e 
is easily fitted with such a canopy, 
or a special bed surrounded by a 
wooden curb to keep off washing 
rains is easily prepared. Soil in the 
seed-bed should not be fertilized. 
Sow perennial seed in rows, just 
as you would radishes, depth varying 
from half an inch for the smaller 
seeds, to an inch for the largest. 
Cover only with porous soil, using 
sand or a mixture of sand and fine 
soil, or peat, or humus. Keep the 
soil moist until the seeds sprout, | 
and the plants w’ell established; ;

There Is a growing use of hose water , 
in home gardens for the application 
of plant food during the growing 
season: and some gardeners use it to j 
apply insecticide sprays. It performs 
these tasks with a minimum of work 
by the gardener, saving many hours I 
of his time. 
Whenever plant food is to be ap­ 
plied to a growing plant, it is a 
problem how to get fertilizer down I 
to the roots. Digging may disturb j 
the roots, and perhaps do more 
harm than the plant food will do j 
good. But when a soluble plant food I 
is dissolved in water, it is carried • 
down through the soil to take im-1 
mediate effect. 
It has recently been established 
by experiment, that the leaves of. 
plants will absorb plant food in so- I 
lution more quickly than the roots. ‘ 
and actually use a higher percentage 
Of the nutrient, making it go far­ 
ther. So it is actually more efficient 
to feed plants through the hose 
water, sprayed by a sprinkler than 
to spread It on the ground dry. 
Various devices are offered to mix 
plant food with the hose water. Most 
satisfactory are siphons which lift 
the nutrient solution from a pail or 
tub. and mix it with the water that 
passes through the hose in a ratio 
of 16 to I. It is important that the 
solution be too weak to burn green 
leaves; and directions for this art 
given by the manufacturers of the 
soluble materials. 
, 
Nitrogen is the food element most 
likely to be needed by growing 
plants, and by lawns. It is carried 
away by drainage water and con­ 
sumed by the plants; so is likely to 
be exhausted quickly when rains are 
frequent and growth vigor * is.

Hundreds of Perennials 
Grown for Small Cost 
There is pleasure in growing a 
fine plant. Many gardeners get their 
chief satisfaction in this way, and 
pay small attention to the manner 
I in which their plants are arranged 
in a landscape design. 
The all around gardener will grow 
what plants he can. and arrange 
them in the garden as attractively 
as he is able, finding pleasure in 
both departments of his art; and 
there is no undertaking in which 
this dual reward is greater than in 
growing perennial plants from seed. 
It saves money too. for many per­ 
ennials can be grown as easily as 
vegetables, for a nominal cost, in 
seed. plus a few square feet of soil, I 
and a few hours of pleasant work. 
Compare that with post-war prices 
of perennial plants, and you will 
see the possibilities. 
The easiest time to start peren­ 
nials is in the spring: but they can 
be sown in the summer, and most 
gardeners have more time to do it 
then. But special precautions should 
be taken to counteract hot, dry 
weather. 
With temperatures likely to shoot 
J up to IOO degrees in the sun. the safe 
way is to prepare a seed bed of 
fine, porous soil, which is shaded 
lightly from the midday sun or can 
be shaded with a canopy of cheese­ 
cloth. laths, or burlap. A cold frame 
is easily fitted with such a canopy, j 
or a special bed surrounded by a 
' wooden curb to keep off washing 
rains is easily prepared. Soil in the 
seed-bed should not be fertilized. 
Sow perennial seed in rows, just 
as you would radishes, depth varying 
from hall an inch for the smaller 
seeds, to an inch for the largest. 
Cover only with porous soil, using 
sand or a mixture of sand and fine 
soil, or peat, or humus.
